The  government  radio  said  a coastal  area 
of  2,848  square  miles-larger  than  the  state 
of  Delaware— and  13  offshore  islands  were 
almost  wiped  off  the  map  by  the  disaster 
Thursday. 

President  Gen.  Yahya  Khan  flew  over  the 
area  Monday  and  said  every  effort  would 
be  made  to  help  the  people. 

A Pakistani  correspondent  who  reached 
the  region  said  there  was  “no  food,  no  fuel, 
no  drinking  water.” 

“THE  SURVIVORS  can  hardly  survive,” 
he  reported.  ‘Thousands  of  human  bodies 
and  carcasses  are  floating  in  the  bay  around 
Hatiya  and  other  small  islands.”  He  said 
some  of  the  bodies  were  being  eaten  by 
birds  and  animals. 

A 10-member  World  Bank  mission  led  by 
American  H.P.  Duggan,  however,  was 
reported  safe  after  being  caught  in  the 
cyclone  area. 

One  Pakistani  survivor,  Yunus  Mullah, 
told  how  he  escaped  drowning  by  clinging 
to  a corpse  after  his  boat  capsized  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Bay  of  Bengal.  “I  saw  human 
bodies  floating  in  the  bay  like  water 
hyacinth,”  he  said. 

Unofficial  reports  said  100,000  were 
killed  and  30,000  missing  on  the  island  of 
Hatiya,  85  miles  south  of  Dacca.  Another 
15,000  were  reported  killed  on  Ramgati 
Island,  15  miles  away. 

Some  50,000  were  reported  dead  on 
Bhola  Island,  60  miles  south  of  Dacca,  and 
another  50,000  on  Patuakhali,  90  miles 
south  of  Dacca.  The  reports  said  the  toll  in 
Noakhali  District,  50  miles  southwest  of 
Dacca,  was  100,000.

John  Ree,  Chairman  of  the  NTSB,  said 
before  he  returned  to  Washington  that  it 
would  be  “premature”  to  blame  the  pilot, 
Capt.  Frank  H.  Abbott,  for  the  accident. 

“The  aircraft  was  lower  than  it  should 
have  been  for  some  reason,”  Reed  said. 
“But  there  was  no  evidence  of  any 
problems  with  the  aircraft  prior  to  the 
crash.”

Open  letter  to  college  students 


During  the  summer,  the  DAILY  UNIVERSE  published  a 
letter  from  Nicholas  J.  Oganovic,  executive  director  of  the 
U.S.  Civil  Service  Commission.  The  letter  encouraged 
college  students  to  warn  those  of  high  school  age  against 
the  horrors  of  drug  abuse.

Governors’  emergency  line  is  big  phone  ti 
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By  JACK  ANDERSON 

WASHINGTON  - The  most 
confidential  conversations  of  the 
nation’s  governors  can  be 
iverheard  at  any  point  along  an 
imergency  telephone  system  that 
inks  their  private  offices  with 
•Jivil  Defense  headquarters. 

It  has  just  been  discovered  that 
'.he  red  emergency  telephone  in 
most  governors’  offices  have  been 
.ransformed  into  secret  listening 
devices.  The  microphone  in  each 
r eceiver  will  pick  up  conversations 
.n  the  room  when  the  phone  is  on 
che  hook. 

I personally  listened  to  a 
:onversation  that  an  electronics 
expert,  using  simple  wiretap  tools, 
easily  picked  up  in  the  office  of 
Maryland’s  Governor  Marvin 
Mandel.  The  conversation  was 

transmitted  through  the 
emergency  telephone  under  the 
governor’s  desk. 

An  estimated  30  governors  have 
similar  phones  that  have  been 
rigged  for  eavesdropping.  These 
•nsidious  phones  connect  into  a 
hotline,  which  enables  Civil 
Defense  to  have  instant 


communications  with  the 
governors  in  a national  crisis. 

The  hotline,  referred  to  in 
classified  documents  as  “The 
Special  Service  Line  for  Civil 
Defense,”  is  supposed  to  be 
strictly  hush-hush.  It  is  difficult, 
therefore,  to  get  any  official 
information. 

From  unofficial  but  reliable 
sources,  however,  this  column  has 
established  the  following  facts : 

THE  EMERGENCY  PHONES 
were  installed  about  1 5 years  ago 
as  part  of  a secret  network  whose 
main  terminal  is  located  in 
Colorado  Springs.  The  network 
links  most  governors,  who  can  be 
called  simultaneously  in  case  of  an 
emergency. 

The  receivers  were  wired  in  such 
a way  that  they  can  pick  up 
everything  said  in  the  governors’ 
offices.  Some  officials  insist  the 
wiring  was  an  “innocent  mistake.” 
But  electronics  experts  say  flatly 
there  was  no  possibility  of  a 
mistake.  They  say  the  phones 
must  have  been  deliberately  rigged 
to  eavesdrop  on  the  governors. 

Secrecy  is  used  to  cover  up  the 
identity  of  those  responsible  for 
transforming  the . governors’ 
phones  into  hidden  mikes.  Some 


officials  say  the  phones  were 
wired  by  the  American  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company.  Others 
say  the  rigging  was  done  by  the 
federal  government.  AT  & T 
would  make  no  comment,  except 
to  say  all  information  would  have 
to  come  from  the  customers. 

Even  more  mysterious  is  the 
identity  of  the  listeners.  Some 
think  it  must  be  the  FBI.  Others 
say  the  CIA  is  the  most  likely 
culprit. 

Governor  Mandel  was  the  first 
to  discover  his  emergency  phone 
was  bugged.  He  angrily  summoned 
telephone  officials  and  demanded 
to  know  who  was  responsible. 
This  column  got  wind  of  his 
protests  and  questioned  him. 

He  confirmed  that  an 
electronics  specialist  had  checked 
the  red  phone  under  his  desk  and 
found  it  was  wired  to  pick  up 
every  sound  in  the  room. 

HE  SAID  HIS  PREDECESSOR, 
Spiro  Agnew,  had  discovered  a 
hidden  mike  in  the  governor’s 
office  before  moving  up  to  the 
vice  presidency.  As  a result, 
Mandel  began  checking  the  office 
regularly  for  mikes  and  wiretaps 
after  he  moved  in. 

The  red  emergency  phone  had 


been  ignored,  he  said,  on  the 
assumption  that  the  secret  hotline 
must  be  secure.  But  last  month,  a 
new  electronics  expert  insisted 
upon  checking  it  and 
demonstrated  how  the  emergency 
phone  functioned  as  a secret 
transmitter. 

Outraged,  he  called  in  the 
telephone  people  and  made  other 
confidential  inquiries.  He  said  the 
telephone  officials  not  only 
acknowledged  that  his  special 
phone  was  bugged  but  said  all 
emergency  phones  were  wired  the 
same  way.  This  would  mean  all 
the  governors  on  the  hotline  had 
bugged  phones,  they  told  him. 

Mandel  could  hardly  believe  it. 
To  satisfy  himself,  he  arranged  to 
send  an  electronics  specialist  to 
check  the  emergency  phone  of  a 
neighboring  governor.  Mandel  said 
the  governor,  whom  he  declined 
to  identify,  was  also  shocked  to 
find  how  the  phone  transmitted 
all  the  conversations  in  the  office.

‘lame  duck’  sessions 


Ratification  starts 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - 
Congress  returned  today  for  its 
first  lame-duck  session  in  20  years 
;o  take  on  a list  of  legislative 
Leftovers  spiced  by  political 
animosity. 

At  a Democratic  caucus 
^receding  the  opening  of  the 
post-election  session,  Senate 
Majority  Leader  Mike  Mansfield 
called  for  “closing  the  wounds” 
inflicted  during  the  autumn  but 
he  scored  the  “political 
slicksterism”  of  the  Republican 
campaign. 

In  an  aprent  reference  to  Vice 
President  Spiro  T.  Agnew, 
Mansfield  said,  “it  is  to  be 
regretted  that  more  time  was  not 
spent  in  Washington  by  those  who 
went  up  and  down  and  back  and 
forth  across  the  nation 
unwarrantly  criticizing  the 
Senate.” 

Although  the  caucus  was  closed 
to  newsmen,  Mansfield  made 
public  a text  of  his  remarks.  He 
told  his  colleagues  “you  defeated 
opponents  in  the  face  of  what 
could  be  best  described  as  a 
massive  essay  in  political 
slicksterism.”  But  he  said 
members  of  both  parties  have 
•‘felt  directly  the  strings  of 
unwarranted  personal  attacks. 

“Nevertheless,  I ask  your  help 
in  closing  the  wounds.  The 
nation’s  welfare  requires  that  they 
be  closed.” 

Mansfield  and  others  who  run 
Congress  have  openly  forecast 
more  partisanship  than 
statesmanship  during  a 
post-election  session  expected  to 
last  until  Christmas. 

Mansfield  said  he  would  consult  • 
with  Nixon  and  house  leaders  to 
determine  “a  rock-bottom  list”  of 
legislation  that  cannot  wait  until 


next  year.  He  said  he  hoped  the 
list  would  be  “mercifully  short.”

He  said  he  was 
“personally  very  happy”  with  the 
Vietnamization  program  in  which 
South  Vietnamese  troops  were 
taking  over  a larger  share  of 
fighting.

Kerry  Pearce  and  John  Bednarski  did  it  again.  The 
two  UTEP  distance  aces  set  out  at  a blistering  pace 
in  last  Saturdays’  WAC  cross-country  finals  and  just 
kept  right  on  going  for  a repeat  of  last  years 
one-two  finish.  The  two  foreigners  (Pearce  is  from 
Australia,  Bednarski  if  from  England)  thus  paved 
the  way  for  the  expected  UTEP  domination  of  the 
race. 

The  powerful  Miners,  who  look  as  if  they  are  on 
ther  way  to  another  national  championship,  put  all 
five  of  their  scoring  runners  in  the  first  twelve 
finishers  to  cinch  the  title  with  an  impressive  low  of 
28  points. 

Not  far  behind,  however,  the  Cougars  of  BYU 
made  a great  team  effort  to  finish  a strong  second. 

Paced  by  Englishman  David  Bindley  (fourth), 
freshman  phenom  Richard  Reid  (sixth),  and  lanky 
Sam  Francis  (seventh),  the  Cougars  finished  far 
ahead  of  surprise  third  place  Utah. 

Individaully,  the  biggest  surprises  of^  the  meet 
were  Reid’s  startling  sixth  place  finish  and  the  fact 
that  Wyoming  star,  Wayne  Jensen,  was  never  a 
serious  challenger.  He  finished  tenth. 


For  Coach  Sherald  James,  Reid’s  performance  was 
a pleasant  surprise. 

“1  just  can’t  say  enought  about  Richard,”  said 
James.  “He  is  extremely  tough  mentally  and  paces 
himself  well.  As  a team,”  James  added,  “1  was  very 
pleased  with  our  performance.  We  did  the  best  that 
we  could  on  that  day.” 

Two  other  surprises  materialized  in  the  race  for 
the  team  title.  Lowly  Utah  placed  third,  thanks 
primarily  to  a fine  performance  by  Scott  Bringhurst. 

Bringhurst,  who  finished  right  behind  Pearce  and 
Bednarski,  recently  returned  from  a mission  in 
Texas.  The  tough,  little  Highland  High  School  (Salt 
Lake)  graduate  ran  his  usual  strong,  well-paced  race. 

The  other  surprise  was  the  dismal  sixth  place 
finish  of  previously  unbeated  Arizona.  The 
thoroughly  outclassed  Wildcats  were  never  in  the 
fight.  Their  first  man,  captain  Mario  Castro,  place; 
only  fifteenth. 

Next  Monday,  Nov.  23,  the  Cougars  will  travel  to 
Williamsburg,  Va.  for  the  NCAA  meet.  The  race  will 
be  run  on  a six  mile  course  near  the  William  & Mary 
campus.  BYU  has  an  excellent  chance  to  place  in 
the  top  five  teams  in  the  nation.
